Highways, Govt, of India, Chairman, NHAI, Joint Secretary (Transport) M/o RT&H, Govt, of India and a 
representative of the Ministry of Home Affairs in the rank of Special Secretary/Joint Secretary shall be 
invitees to the Committee. 

4. ■ The Terms of Reference of the Committee will be as per para I above. 

5. The Headquarters of the Committee will be at New Delhi. The Committee will devise its own 
procedure for its smooth and efficient functioning, as is considered necessary. The members will bear their 
own expenditure. 

6. The Ministry of Road Transport & Highways, Govt, of India will provide Secretarial assistance lo this 
Committee.
